Some have suffered things that are 
so devastating I cannot talk about them without shedding many, many tears, the pain is just too 
overwhelming, but I have heard most, if not all of them that they could not stand the situation they were in if 
it wasn't for God holding them and for their brothers and sisters in Christ caring for them . . . hmm . . . why do 
these chaotic events visit us . . . maybe just maybe so that we can grow in relationship with each other and 
with the God who does not shield us from danger as much as love us through it. 

Just a thought. It is my prayer that in the coming months that we as brothers and sisters in Christ hold 
each other, care for one another and learn to love each other. Blessings.
